Cases of an Eastside 
couple, charged in connec- 
tion with the beating death 
of a 50 year old Franklin 
Ave., man Dec. 16th were to 
be presented to the Frank- 
lin County grand jury for 
consideration of indict- 
ment, The CALL & POST 
learned this week. 

Alvin L. Rixie, 27, is 
charged with the murder of 
Dennis Forney, 816 Frank- 
lin Ave. Linda Dunn, Rixie’s 
reputed girlfriend, both of 
1001 E. Rich St., Apt. 296, is 
charged with the aggra- 
vated robbery of Forney, as 
he lay dying from a club- 
bing, allegedly adminis- 
tered by Rixie. 

The Franklin County 
Prosecutor's staff, while 
preparing the evidence to 
present to the grand jury on 
the murder charge, unco- 
vered another charge in 
which Rixie had been 
indicted on an aggravated 
robbery charge 

According to a spokes- 
man for County Prosecutor 
George Smith, Rixie was 
indicted for the March 29, 
1977 robbery of an E. Rich 
St. man. Rixie, the prosecu- 
tor's office said, was 
indicted on the charge but 
apparently was never 
arrested until the Forney 
killing. 

The indictment charges 
that Rixie entered the Rich 
St., apartment, took a tele- 
vision and stereo gear and 
left. Later when the owner 
was told by his stepdaugh- 
ter that “Spider” (Rixie's 
street name) the man went 
looking for him. When he 
found Rixie on E. Main St., 
with the television he 
allegedly shot at the victim. 

Ms. Dunn, according to 
Homicide detectives, went 
through Forney's pockets 
and took his wallet. Dunn 
and Rixie were arrested at 
the rear of their apartment 
shortly after police 
received a report of For- 
ney's assault. 

Rixie was first charged 
with felonious assault. The 
murder charge was filed 
after Forney died at St.

“She went to sit on the commode 
and was getting ready to use it 
when she saw the baby's head 
coming out.” “Veronica moved 
towards the bathtub, but as she 
was two or three inches from the 
floor, the baby was just about out, 
except for the feet,” said Ms. Com- 
mons. 

Veronica didn't have any labor 
pains because the baby was three 
months early. After the baby was 
born, Veronica's brother, Lafayette, 
17, heard her scream for help. 

She then broke the baby’s umb- 
ilical cord with her hand, so she 
could get help. The umbilical cord 
is a fragile tube which passes food

Quarterback Art 
Schilichter, a freshman 
from. Miami-Trace High 
School, would replace 
Gerald. 

Schlichter had compiled 
an. outstanding high 
school record 6,041 yards 
in career total offense. He 
had completed 264 of 478 
passes for 4,397 yards and 
46 touchdowns in_ high 
school. He was named 
Ohio's “High School Foot- 
ball Player of the Year.” 

Since Gerald had led the 
Buckeyes to 12-7 win over 
Penn State, some fans 
believe he would start the 
game against the Nittany 
Lions. Soon the entire city 
was waiting to see who 
would start the game at 
quarterback. 

Many years ago when 
freshmen were not permit- 
ted to play, Woody was 
against starting a 
sophomore too soon. “You 
lose one game for every 
sophomore you start.” He 
started a freshman and his 
team paid the price this 


year, because, “There is 
no substitute for ex- 
perience.” 


Hayés nated pass” inter- 
ceptions as much as-he did 
losing a game.

In Gator Bowl Against Clemson

Ohio State gave an exhi- 
bition on how not to win a 
football game when: they 
were nosed out 17-15 by 
Clemson at the Gator Bowl. 
Coath Woody Hayes 
added to the Buckeyes dis- 
may by taking a swing at 
one of the Clemson's play- 
ers inthe final moment of 
the game. His ‘/unsports- 
manlike conduct cost the 
Buckeyes two. 15-yard 
- penalties. 

With . quartrback Art 
Schlichter playing one of 
his best games of the 
seson, it appeared the 
Buckeyes would win their 
first bow! game since quar- 
terback Rod Gerald led 
them to a 27-10 win over 
Colorado in the Orange 
Bow! on Jan. 1, 1977. OSU 
has lost in six of its tast 
eight bowl appearances. 

The Buckeyes marched 
63 yards on their first pos- 
session, but failed to score 
when fullback Ricardo Vol- 
ley was stopped two yards 


short of the goal line on the 
fourth down. Early in the 
second quarter Ohio State 
was on the march again but 
the offense fizzied and Bob 
Atha kicked a 27-yard field 
goal to give the Buckeyes a 
short-lived 3-0 lead. 

After the ensuing kickoff, 
quarterback Steve Fuller 


led Clemson on an.80-yard - 


drive carrying the pigskin 
himself for the final four 
yards for the Tigers first 
touchdown. Schiicter retal- 
iated by driving the Buck- 
eyes 78-yards down. the 
field for their first touch- 
down. The extra point was 
blocked and Ohio again led 
9-7. 

The Tigers refused to 
give up and Fuller; working 
against the clock, moved 
Clemson within field goal 
range. Obed Ariri, a junior 
from Owerri, Nigeria 
Africa, kicked a 47-yard 
field goal to give the Tigers 
“a 10-9 lead at half time. Ariri 
had kicked 13 field goals 
and 42 of 44 extra points 


bfore meeting the Buck- 
eyes. 

-~Glemson scored again 
mid-way the. third period. 
Fuller mixed his passing 
and sunning attack for the 
84-yard journey to the. goal 
line with Cliff Austin going 
over the touchdown. Ariri 
kicked his second extra 
point-of the game to give 
the Tigers a 17-9 advan- 
tage. 

Early in the final period 
of the game Schlicther 
began to live up to his high 
school press clippings. He 
completed three passes for 
55 -yards on the Buckeyes 
87-yard march. for their 
second touchdown which 
was scored by Schlichter: 


Trailing 17-15, Schlichter | 


was stopped a yard short in 
his try for a two-point 
conversion. 

Late in the fourth quarter 
Ohio State had moved 
within scoring distance but 
Schiichter’s pass ws inter- 
cepted by Clemson middie 


guard Charlie Bauman on - 


the Tigers’ 20 yard line. 
After returning the ball 15 
yards, Bauman was 
knocked out of ‘bounds 
near Ohio State's bench. 
Before Bauman. could 
relax from his interception 
of Schlichter's ill-advised 
pass; Coach Hayes 
‘ grabbed Bauman from 
behind and took a swing at 
the Tigers’ middle guard. 
After order was restored 
the Buckeyes were penal- 
ized 15-yards for unsports- 
manlike conduct on the 
part of their coach. When 
he continued to rage at the 
officials his team was 
assessed another 15-yard 


penalty. 


These two penalties 
against the Buckeyes gave 
Clemson an opportunity to 
retain its lead: and victory 
for. its new young coach, 
Danny Ford. Ford replaced 
the Tigers’ head coach, 
Charley Pell, whd resigned 
to take a similar position 
with the University of Flor- 
ida.

"On May 26, 1928, at the 
nnual Ohio State High Sc- 
oo! Track. Championship, 
Aoxiey set a world’s inter- 
cholastic record for the 
40 yard dash with a time 
f_48.2. His time-broke the 
6 year old record of 48.8 
econds. He was also the 
gading individual scorer 
or the Pirates in the '28 st- 
ite meet by finishing sec- 
ynd in both the 100 and 
20 yard dashes. 

Some ot the other runn- 


ers on Central’s track team 
that year were Willie Rich- 
ards, Robert Brown, Willie 
Daniels, Lester Brown, 
Horace Rains and Gus Sc- 
hell. The Pirates’ mile relay 
team of Richards, Brown, 
Moxley and Daniels set a 
new world record in this 
event in a time of 3 
minutes 26.7 seconds. The 
old record of 3 minutes 
27.2 seconds was set by 
Los Angeles High School 
in 1910. 

Central finished 12th in 
the national high school tr- 
ack and field meet in Chic- 
ago in 1928. The above 
relay team set a new rec- 
ord in the Windy City meet 
with a time of 3 minutes 
30.2 seconds, Lester Br- 
own also scored a few 
points in the 120 yard high 
hurdles by finishing fifth in 
this event. 

When Céntral won the 
1927 state high school tr- 
ack title, it became the first 
local high school to acc- 
omplish this feat. That year 
Moxley set-a state record 
in the 440 with a time of 
50.4 seconds. He also fin-

_ The problem with the Sullivan Prin- 
ciples is that they are unenforceable, 
despite the elaborate monitoring sys- 
tem, and demeaning to black South 
Africans. The poor and dispossessed 
black majority, in this scenario, is 
viewed as outsiders to whom basic 
human rights can be “given” gradu- 
ally and in a way which does not 
endanger continued white settler 
control and Western economic 
interests.

1978 was year marked by a rightward.drift.in America; 
that blocked the resolution of long-standing problems.. 
And it was a year, of continued hardship for blacks, 
Hispanics and other minorities. ws 

It was a year of economic recovery--for everyone bit 
black people. Despite the reduction in whitdé 
unemployment figures, blacks were as badly off as in the 
previous year. Black jobless rates remained at thej 
incredibly high levels. The only change was that last yea! 

ple were alarmed at the high unemployment rates! 
while.in 1978, they were indifferent. , yj! 

That’s another example of America’s willingness to 
tolerate conditions among biacks that would not be 
tolerated among whites. If white unemployment were 
anything like black joblessness--with a quarter of the, 
labor force out of work--there would be massive prog rams4 
to revive the economy. : 

But since such joblessness is primarily confined t 
blacks, the response is to slash the number of federally 
created jobs by over 100,000 in 1979. 

The rightward drift can be seen in Washington. Last 
year the Administration came up with an urban policy,. 
welfare reform program, and the beginnings of a natio: 
health plan. Now it is talking about cutting social 
programs and preaching “austerity.” That's a big switch, 
and it's one that promises a rough year ahead. ' G 

1978 was symbolized by two events that indicate the 
rightward drift in the country. One was the Supreme 
Court's Bakke decision. z 

Actually, that decision fudged the issues and did nat 
substantially harm the concept of affirmative action. But 
by blurring the edges of the issue, the Court gave peoplé 
an excuse to question the workings of affirmative action: 

Thus the Bakke decision, by not giving unqualified 
backing to the University's minority admissions program, 


threw similar programs into confusion. But it should be *: 


stressed that the confusion was primarily the result of the 
reluctance of many schools and companies to fully 
commit themselves to affirmative action in the first plac 
So too many people saw the Bakke decision as a chané 
to escape their responsibilities instead of an opportunity

California's Proposition 13. That tax-cutting plan was 
aimed at inequities in a revenue-rich state's property tax 
system. But whatever the localized reasons, it quickly 
became the rallying cry for the so-called tax Yevol. “w 
We're bound to hear more from that quarter in the 
coming year. Even though some states knocked down 
similar plans in the November election, opposition: to 
taxes is still strong enough to frighten legislators into a 
fiscal conservatism that is often unwarranted. ~~ 
The real target of the tax-cutters has to be made clear. 
It’s not cutting taxes that generates their loyalties--it's 
cutting government spending, especially spending on 
services that benefit the poorest people in their 
communities. Past attempts to cut spending failed, so 
now they are going about it differently. By trimming 
revenues, they. to force spending cuts--and it’s t 
poorest among us who will bear the brunt of those cuts.

Here again, where the 
film should dance right off 
the screen, it merely plods 
along and disappoints the
